Mr. Pendleton was one of the sixteon nays
recorded against that resolation. Ilis frieud
Pucker would have made the seventeen, if he
Lind been a member.  Thege two men are
gandidates for the highest offices of two greab
States, put up by the same party, and stand-
ing on the same platform aa in '6d—one of
nppuﬁiliu'u to the duty of the people to meet,
fight, crush and destroy a wicked rebellion.
